The professor's assistants and pupils

One suggested that nothing had inter- 


ested the professor more than the study 
of heredity, and that it was most likely 
that this was the cause of bringing out 
the "ad." The student in question re- 
membered that heredity has frequently 
been the topic in the classroom, and in 
this brsuKh of study the anthropologist 
has gained worldwide eminence. Cases 
of six fingered persons have played an 
important part in that branch of science 
and caused extended discussions in the 
scientific world. Professor Starr, he 
ventured, would socu be ready to upset 
the theories of the new French school, 
which contends that heredity is a myth 
aad has no place in science. The new 
experiments would be in the same line 
with the professor's theory that the 
race was degenerating and thai Ameri- 
cans were rapidly turning into Indians. 
It was a link in a chain to confute the 
new theorist. 


Professor Starr baa in the past made 


the most extensive experiments on the 
question of heredity, and his conclu- 
sions have been favorably received by 
the greatest scientists of the world. Be 
is original in all that be undertakes, 
and bis friends at the university are 
awaiting with interest the outcome of 
the investigation.—Chicago Tunes-Her- 
ald.

It further states that "in the 30 years 
since the American Society For the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals was 
established our officers and agents have 
been constantly on the lookout, bat no 
undoubted case has ever fallen under 
their observation or within their knowl- 
edge, and of over 160,000 dogs and other 
small animals which have been cared 
for at our shelter during the past three 
years not one single case of rabies has 
been found." The writer denies the 
truth of many generally accepted symp- 
toms of rabies. Among other things he 
says that it is not true that a mad dog 
dreads water, because be is very likely 
to plunge his head into water if he has 
the opportunity.

New jtticUiae to Be Us«d In the Froien 


Klondike Placers. 


William ischwamweber, a St. Louis 


inventor, has obtained letters patent for 
a prospecting machine that will obviate 
all difficulties arising from the frozen 
grounds of the Alaskan placer fields. 


Thus far it baa been necessary for the 


miners to build fires on the frozen 
gravel of the rivers in order to remove 
even a few inches of dirt. Six inches 
deep is considered a good thaw, and fire 
after fire has to be kindled to moke any 
kind of an iapwasinn on the ground 
Mr. Schwarnweber's invention will en- 
able two miners to prospect to a depth 
of 30 feet or even more without the ne- 
cessity of building a fire. 


The device consists of a steel screw 


which is worked into the ground like a 
post hole augur. A cylinder of the same 
diameter of the screw and two feet in 
depth follow* the screw into the ground, 
and within the cylinder is a well bucket 
which has an open bottom into which 
the detached dirt and gravel are forced. 
When full, this bucket is elevated by a 
wiudlass attachment and can be washed 
out and panned while the bucket is re- 
turned iuto the well for another load.— 
Exchange.

Not only is the availability of 
iw own nitrogen incrt-ated, but ita power 
to injuriously affect available nitrogen 
from other source! U reduced. 


Authoring* agree that management 


of the manure neap is more important 
th&n the use of preservatives. Kainit 
has beta found to be effective in check- 
ing the formation of ammonia, and su- 
perphosphate in preventing its escape. 
Tbe use of the** is to be recommended 
where they can be cheaply obtained, 
because, in addition to preserving the 
manure, they add to it couatituents 
(potash and phosphoric acid) in which 
it is somewhat deficient. Caustic lime 
has been found effective in destroying 
tbe denitrifying 
power of manure 


above referred to, bat there are objec- 
tions to its use. It has a tendency to 
drive off ammonia from organic matter 
each as manure. However, if tbe lime 
is applied "to tha fresh manure tbe 
danger of loss from tbe escape of am- 
monia has been fonnd to be very small 
It is only after fermentation has com- 
menced in the manure that the danger 
of loss on application of lime becomes 
serious. It has been suggested that it 
might be safe and economical to mix 
caustic lime or marl with tbo manure 
to destroy its denitrifying power and to 
cover the heap with earth to prevent 
tbe escape of ammonia. A second ob- 
jection to lime is that it tends to con- 
vert the available nitrogen of manure 
into insoluble and less available forms, 
I it this tendency is, in a measure, com- 
pensated for by the fact that in addition 
to destroying the denitrifying organ- 
ism, as already explained, the lime 
promotes nitrification, or tbe formation 
of nitrates, when tbe manure is applied 
to the soil. Lime should not be used in 
connection with superphosphate. Bisul- 
phide of carbon almost entirely destroys 
the denitrifying organism, bnt its use 
in practice is not recommended because 
of its expensiveness. Sulphuric acid has 
proved very effective, not only preserv- 
ing tbe fertilizing constituents, but in- 
creasing the availability of tbe nitro- 
gen, bat its general use can hardly be 
recommended. In addition to tbe fore- 
going interesting information based on 
remits gained in experiment station 
work a United States department bul- 
letin adds: 


One point wbicn has been clearly 


brought out by recent investigation is 
that the addition of straw may very de- 
cidedly reduce tbe fertilizing value of 
manure, the injurious effect being 
greater tbe larger tbe amount of straw 
used. This is explained by the face united 
above tbat straw contains organism* 
which convert the available nitrogen i ••. 
manures and in tbe soil into forup 
which tbe plant cannot utilize. Tbe ex- 
cessive use of straw as litter under ani- 
mals should therefore be carefully 
avoided if the most effective manor* u 
desired. 


Supplementary Pastures. 


A Wisconsin contributor to the Icr^a 


Homestead writes: 


For the last 20 years we have com- 


menced feeding fodder corn as early as 
it was large enough. Once or twice -we 
have fed green, oats when the pasture* 
failed before the corn would do to cut 
Twice we sowed rye, to be forehanded, 
but both years tbe pastures were good 
until the rye was too old. Last year I 
tried a new supplement and so far am 
very well pleased with it. As soon as 
the pasture was beyond furnishing feed 
I commenced to top dress it. Tbe resnlt 
was a little bettor grass after the fall 
rains and this spring much earlier and 
better pasture. I uspd mostly coarse, 
strawy manure, but later drew it fresh 
from the cow stable. It was spread 
rather thin. The cows do not crop it 
quite as close, but leave none to grow 
rank.

which has produced sn>h serums con- 


««qnenceji for factories, bnt not to phos- 
plmtic manures, which usually exirt a 
favorable influence upon the crop. 


The opinion has generally prevailed 


amung beet growers that heavy nitrog- 
enous manuring, eapeci»)Tv with ni- 
trate of soda, produces no' injurious ef- 
fect on the quality of the beet. This 
opinion was based on the fact that iu 
such beet* the sugar per cent was only 
•lightly diminished. Nevertheless the 
quality of a beet may be impaired even 
•with little or no diminution of the sugar 
content by reason of the innwue of the 
percentage of nonsngars present. In this 
respect it has been shown that heavy 
manuring with nitrogenous substances 
greatly injures the quality of the beet 
for sugar making purposes. Judicious 
fertilizing with nitrate of soda, how- 
crsr, is beneficial, and this form of 
nitrogenous fertilizer is in many re- 
spects tba best known for beets. 


According to a bulletin on the sugar 


beet, issued by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, beets do best 
after wheat or some other cereal A 
good scheme of rotation is, first, wheat 
then beets; then clover, one crop of 
which is cut for hay and the second crop 
plowed under; then potatoes, wheat and 
beets in the order mentioned. By this 
method, and a judicious use of rtall 
manure and commercial 
fertilizers, 


the fertility of the soil can be main- 
tained and even increased. Beets should 
follow wheat or other cereal crop, bo- 
canse this crop, being harvested early, 
leaves the ground ready for late autumn 
plowing, a prerequisite to successful 
beet culture. 


Sh«Kf Wheat For Pic*. 


Serious objections to feeding pigs on 


sheaf wheat were developed at the Ore- 
gon station. Observations made it ap- 
pear that the pigs fed on sheaf wheat 
did not relish their food. This inter- 
fered in obtaining good results. The pig 
will not make rapid gains in flesh when 
it is compelled to work for its food. 
Rapid assimilation was prevented by 
length of time employed in securing the 
food. Much of the grain eaten by the 
pigs fed on sheaf wheat was found 
whole in the excreta. It was not masti- 
cated. The amount found whole in the 
excreta was not as great as when pig.i 
are fed on clean thrashed grain, bnt 
tbere was enough to account for consid- 
erable of the loss in the weights. 


The pigs fed on sheaf wheat were not 


quiet in their pens. Their appetites 
seemed never to be fully appeased. This 
unrest prevented the proper digestion 
and assimilation of the food received. 
More time is required in caring for ani- 
mals fed in this way in clearing tbo 
straw from the pens. More feed cannot 
be stored in as small quarters as the 
thrashed grain. Mice, rats aud other 
vermin will destroy more of the wheat 
in the straw than when thrashed and 
properly stored in bins. 


Keeping C»bb«fe. 


The old plan of burying or putting 


cabbage in trenches during winter cr 
for winter use has become obsolete, and 
a more simple and easy plan has been 
adopted. American Gardening says 
"Where cabbage is grown on a large 
scale for shipping purposes the best plan 
is to lift the cabbage and stack them 
two tiers deep and as cloaely as they 
can be placetl m an orchard, or wood ii 
convenient, aud cover with leaves to 
the depth of two or three inches, the 
leaves to be kept in place by a slight 
covering of earth. In this way the heads 
will keep perfectly sound all winter 
and they can be easily taken up as 
wanted for shipping. 


"For family use cabbages nan be kept 


in the same way, only it will not be 
necessary to make the second layer. 1 
is quite important to keep them a littlo 
below the freezing point. It has been 
suggested to keep tlieni iu some con 
venient building, bnt this plan has al 
ways resulted in failure, as the dry at 
mosphere is fatal. Cabbage must bt 
kept moist and cool. Tiu-»lightest wilt 
ing renders it unfit for the table." 


Ripe Tomatoes For ChrUtma*. 


A correspondent of American Agri- 


culturist writes: "Before frosts come 
pick all sound, green fruit from the 
vines and carefully wrap each one sep- 
arately in a 6 by 9 inch sheet of white 
wax paper, taking care not to twist it 
as m packing oranges. Spread out in a 
single layer on trays or in shallow boxes 
aud place in partial light in a cellar. 
To hasten ripening they may occasional- 
ly be exposed to the sun half an hour at 
the time. Once a week I examine and 
pick out the red one* and those that 
may decay. This may be done easily, 
as the transparency of the paper does 
not necessitato unwrapping. 
Thus I 


have a constant supply of plump, p-ilu 
table and beautiful tomatoes till Christ- 
mas tmnally, with but trifling expense 
and trouble." 


Blanching Celery. 


The old method of planting ce'ery in 


trenches uud blanching the stalks by 
piling soil around them is not much 
practiced now. Various expedients have 
been devised to blanch celery cheaply. 
Much the brat we know is to have the 
jol«ry planted an nearly as possible on it 
level surfnce. 
When tho stalks aro 


large enough, place wide boards against 
tho celery, holding tnem from falling 
by piling noil ngainut the outside of tha 
!>onrd protection. Thin will blanch thn 
•ttalktt And leaver without causing rust, 
IM Roil is Burn to do in a rainy season.— 
American Cultivator

rouble to acquire. The preliminary 
tep in learning the art of true bal- 
ancing is to practice heel elevation. 
r toe standing, as taught by the 
wedish movements. 
Exercise 1.— Raise the heels qnick- 


y from the ground and stand as 
high on tiptoe as possible, then low- 
r the heels with moderate speed, 
without tipping the weight of the 
>ody backward. To increase the 
difficulty of balance, after one has 
become a little expert, go through 
he exercise with the arms raised 
upright. 


Exorcise 2. — Keep the heels on the 


ground and lift alternately the balls 


if the feet, and put them down with 
. slight pressure, one foot moving 
up as the other moves down. The 
peed should be about 70 movements 
per minute. Care must bo taken not 
o move the shoulders from side to 
ide, a common fault 
Exercise 3. — Lift the heels, bend 


he knees, straighten the body, then 
sink the heels. The knees must 
point in the direction of the feet and 
-amain bent at right anglea Thia is 


true balance movement, to be 


lone with moderate speed. 
Exercise 4. — Lift the heels, bend 
he knees again at right angles to 
he body and sit down with the body 
erect 


Exercise 5.— -Bend the knee, lift 


he leg slowly upward and forward 
until hip and knee are bent at right 
angles. The instep should be stretch- 
ed so that the toes point downward, 
he knee pointing sideways forward. 
Common faults in practicing this 
ixercise are to incline the body back- 
ward, tip the shoulder to the oppo- 
site side and to bend the knee of the 
eg which holds the body. 


It must be understood that these 


movements are to alternate, first 
with one foot and then with the 
other. 


Exercise 6.— Standing with the 


lips firm, move fir.it the right and 
:hen the left foot, parallel with it- 
self, twice its own length forward, 
and place it on the ground with n 
»entle pressure on the ball of the 
toot, the weight of tbe body being 
carried equally by both feet. The 
movements should l^e taken back- 
ward as well. 


These exercises bring into play 


all the muscles of the legs as well 
as those about the waibt. 


Walking on tiptoe is an excellent 


balance movement The shoulders 
should be kept level throughout the 
exercise, which is then one of tho 
best means of correcting the habit 
of tipping the f-houlderu from bide 
to side wheu walking. In walking 
on tiptoe one lands on the ball of 
the foot, which i_j the point of the 
matter— the great desideratum — it a 
lithe, graceful g;nt it. to be cultivat- 
ed.— St. Louis Republic

Some of them were taken and held pris- 
oners in the rebel prisons, and the 
cruelty which, according to the tales 
they tell, was witnessed there was never 
outdone in border warfare with the 
scalping knife and tomahawk, and yet 
I believe that had the northern people 
been placed in the sontb under like cir- 
cumstances 
their prisoners of war 


would have been treated with similar 
cruelty. It was the result of a desperate 
effort to save on expiring cause. I be- 
lieve there is no reasonable person, well 
grounded in United States history, -who 
will not admit that there were ten 
times as many who perished miserably 
in southern prisons as have been killed 
by oar people since the discovery of 
America. 1 recall these facts not to 
censure, bat to show that ornelty ai;d 
revenge arc the offspring of war, not of 
race, and that nature has placed no im- 
passable gulf between us and civiliza- 
tion. 


While I most heartily indorse the 


present policj- of the government in 
dealing with our people, I most admit, 
to bo true to iuy c\\u convictions, 
that I am worried over the ration sys- 
tem, under which so many of our people 
are being foil on the reservations. I 
greatly tear it may eventually vaga- 
bondize many of then beyond redemp- 
tion. It permits the gathering of lazy, 
immoral white men of the worst stamp, 
who spend their time m idleness and in 
corrupting Indian 
morality. —Simon

General attorney Cocbran, of the 


L. £. & W. railroad, is in tbe city 
from Indianapolis, his headquarters, 
and, together with attorney Walter 
B. Richie, of this city, who is the 
general counsel for the Detroit & 
Lima Northern Railroad Company, 
is receiving and settling the claims 
held 
against 
those 
two 
roads 


by tbe people wbowere injured in or 
by tbe wreck which occurred at the 
junction of the L. £. & W. and D. & 
L. K. railroads. 


The wreck occurred on Friday 


algbt, August 20, three weeks ago 
last night, and the attorneys of the 
two roads are certainly prompt 
enough in 
their 
action toward 


doing what lies in their power to 
compensate the injured. The attor 
neys began their 
work 
quietly 


making 
a 
canvas of tbe 
list 


Injured aad 
notifying them to 


preaent 
their 
claims. 
When 


attorneys 
Ooohran 
and 
Richie 


were seen by a TIMES-DEMOCRAT rep- 
resentative Mr. Richie said: "It la 
not general attorney Cochran and at- 
torney Richie, for the L. B. & W , 
settling the claims, as waa stated 
in the morning paper, but it la Mr. 
Cochran, general attorney for the L. 


W., and myself as general coun- 


sel for the D. & L. N. We have re- 
ceived and adjusted the claims of the 
majority of those who were Injured 
ID the accident, and to far ths 
people have been very fair in their 
demands. We, as attorneys for the 
L. B. & W. and D. & L. N. started 
out to treat those who suffered In- 
jury as fair as possible, and we have 
found the people just as fair, and 
thus far we are very well satisfied 
with the manner in which claims 
have been adjusted." 


Mr. Richie refused to disclose any 


facts concerning tbe parties with 
whom he and Mr. Oochran have al- 
ready settled, stating that most of 
tbe claimants requested that the 
matter be regarded as a secret. It has 
been ascertained, however, that they 
have not yet adjusted the claim 
submitted by John Barnham, hus- 
band of the one victim of the wreck 
whose injuries were fatal. Mr. Burn, 
bam called upon the two attorneys 
late yesterday afternoon and stated 
that be and the family would be 
willing to consider an offer of 15,000 
or §6,000 as monetary compensation 
for the loss of the wife and mother. 
Attorney Oochran intimated that 
such an amount waa greater than he 
thought the roads would be willing 
to pay In such .a 
case, 
Inas- 


much as tbe mother's care of the 
family and of the duties of the house 
constituted the loss. It was also in- 
timated that »i,500 to 92,000 would 
be nearer the amount that could be 
considered, whereupon Mr. Barnham 
left the office and up to the present 
time no agreement has been reached 
in this case. 
Abe Stein, the barber, was among 


the claimants who have settled with 
the attorneys, and his injuries being 
of a permanent partial loss of hear- 
ing and an injury to the chest and 
one sbrulder that may possibly be 
permanent, were compensated for In 
the sum of 1200. Mrs. J. H. Breo, 
of west Spring street, who was at 
first thought to have been fatally in- 
jured, and who, next to Mrs. Ed 
Botkins and 
Mrs.

Scanlon, was 
the 
most severe- 


ly injured 
of the 
survivors, is 


said to hava received 11,650, bat 
this report Is neither confirmed or 
dcslcd by either of the parties to 
;he agreement. 
Mr. Elmer Brown, 


of the Allentown road, who was 
slightly injured, and whose wife has 


crippled arm aa a result of the 


wreck has been In consultation with 
the attorneys, but no offer has yet 
been made by tbe latter. Mr Brown 
statss thst hs will sot compromise 
for 1400. 


Tbe claimants who have accepted 


settlement from the attorneys bave 
been required to sign a receipt and 
release to both the L. E & W. and 
D. & L. K., which, together with the 
fact that the general attorneys for 
both roads are adjusting tbe claims, 
is evidence that tne roads are settling 
the matter in conjunction, and that 
the loss will be paid from the earn- 
ings of both lines.

drilled by Keller Bros. & Co. on the 
William Breeae farm near Roundhead 
has so tar produced but little of any 
thing except misfortune, though l* 
It is not yet in tbe sand, and it is to 
be hoped that it will be a valuable 
producer of the precious amber fluid 
when completed. The owners are all 
Lima citizens, and this is their first 
venture, and if successful will open 
up a new field that will be of impor- 
tance to the city. 


Soon after the well was started a 


crooked hole waa encountered, and in 
order to straighten it the trunk of a 
tree was lowered, bat when the drill 
went down afterwards tbe log waa 
gone and not even a piece of baik 
could 
be touched. 
Tbe derrick 


bad to be moved and a new bole 
started, which is now .bout 1,100 
feet deep. This morning Walter 
Buchanan, Si,, who has been dressing 
tools at tbe well, waa removed to his 
home on east Market street, this 
city, suffering from an injury that 
may result in the loss of one ot his 
bands. 
While the drillers were 


lowering tbe tools at the well, Bu- 
chanan accidentally stepped Into a 
hole where tbe bailer is kept when not 
in use and losing bis balance, be 
threw one arm up in such a manner 
that it was caught In tbe rope, run- 
ning off tbe bull wheel windlass. His 
arm was jerked almost out of the 
socket and tbe bones at the wrist 
were crushed. 


One of the drillers at this same 


well experienced tbe agonies of hang- 
ing without dying. In some manner 
the rope off the bull wheel became 
wrapped around bis neck and be 
saved his neck only by getting his 
bands inside tbe loop before it tight- 
ened. Aa it was, breathing was 
shut 
off 
for 
a 
abort 
time 


and he only escaped serious injury by 
reason ot the prompt action of one 
of his fellow workmen, who reversed 
the engine and released him.
